T-l has known SUBJECT since 1952. 

T-l further stated that SUBJECT came to BALLAS from 
CHICAGO, ILL. in 1952 and became associated with BP. J.H. 
ROBBIES with offices located at l40o POPEST A VE. • At that 
time SUBJECT lived at 3603 GRANADA. SUBJECT is now living 
at 4403 BEVERLY DRIVE . SUBJECT lived in CHICAGO five (5) 
years prior to moving to BALLAS. He attended medical school 
in that city and served his internship at COOK COUNTY 
HOSPITAL in CHICAGO. 

T-l also stated that SUBJECT was a member of the 
U.S. APPLY from 1941 to 1946. Bate of discharge and type 
discharge is unknown.
